Department of State, the most we can hope 
for being that constructive criticism will take 
the place of some of the ill-informed nonsense 
that has been masquerading in its place. - 

There can be no doubt that many of the 
attacks which assailed the Ministry in the 
past were due to two causes, personal hostility. 
to its chiefs and the fadt that an educational - 
career did not prove attractive to all the young 
Egyptians who had embraced it. Till recently 
the salaries of native teachers were not as high 
as they might have been,and a certain number 
of young men, many of them gifted with a consi- 
derable amount of ability, threw up their posts 
and sought other professions.’ Their criticism — 
doubtless” in some cases based upon actusl 
grievances —did not lose vigour when repeated’ 
by their journalistic friends, Yacoub Pasha 
Artin and Mr. Dunlop have also inspired « 
considerable number of hostile criticisms,— 
they sre both men of vigorous and forceful 
character, their services to education have been 
immense, but their very energy has made them 
enemies, Artin ’s services were forgotten 
when he informed the schoolboy strikers 
that he would insist upon the maintenance 
of the severest discipline ; the Adviser to 
the Ministry has perhaps not always com- 
bined the “fortiter in re” with a sufficient 
infusion of the “suaviter in’ modo.” He is 
instantly denounced &s an incompetent, and by 
individuals who, we will wager, have never 
studied the scientific side of education in their 
lives ! r 

Under these circumstances we welcotke Sand 
Pasha’s utterances. Coming from an extremely 
able and respected Moslem Egyptian of high 
character and rank they will have more effect 
—amyng intelligent and honest critics--than 
statistics or reports.’ Another class of critic to 
whom the Pasha addressed himself—is beyond 
their reach. But itis permissible to hope that 
he carries little weight. 


DELTA LAND AND INVESTMENT. 

As will be seen by the correspondence which» 
we published in yesterday's issue, the Egyp- 
tian shareholders of the Delta Land Company 
are in conflict with the London board of this 
company. We sincerely ‘trust that this will 
not be another case sintilar to that of the Salt 
and Soda Company, but that ‘both sides will 
conduct themselves in a dignified manner, so 
that no personal ill-feeling may be engendered. 
The Egyptian shareholder must remember that 
directors in London cannot see everything 
from exactly his point of view, and that, 
however willing they may be to further the 
interests of the company, they have to bear 
in mind that they are in the position of 
trustees, not only for the Egyptian shareholders, 
but also for those shareholders who are out 
of Egypt and who view matters from the same 
standpoint as the directors themselves, and 
that consequently they are fully justified in 
displaying great caution in all dealings with the 
company’s funds. 

Having said this much to the shareholders 
in Egypt we would also point out to the direc- 
tors that they have to consider the wishes of 
the majority of their shareholders, and that, if 
the policy they are required to follow is, in 
their opinion, not a safe or justifiable one, it is 
their duty to retire And to put every facility 
in the way of the shareholders for carrying 
out a change of administration and not op- 
pose and delay it in every possible manner, 
Such a course would only engender personal 
il-feeling and cause serious damage to the 
company, thus adversely affecting the interests 
of the very shareholders they profess to be . 
endeavouring to safeguard. A strong majority 
is bound to carry. the day, and former expe- 
riences all. point to the fact that opposition 
only causes ill-feeling, damage, and personal 
abuse without any compensating advantages. 

As far as wecan gather from the correspond- 
ence we have published, both sides are 
carrying on the conflict up to the present in 
tho spirit suggested above, for, although the 
London directors agree to meet the shareholders 
in Egypt, they stipulate that such a meeting 
should not take place until the arrival in Egypt 
of their Chairman, Sir Auckland Colvin, from 
London, and as this gentleman is due to arrive 
about the middle of January, the stipulation 
seems a reasonable one. We are glad to see that 
the shareholders admit this by the fact of their 
accepting to await Sir Auckland Colvin's 
arrival. We therefore have every hope that the 
controversy will be carried right through to 
the end in the same spirit of give andgake on 
both sides,

MR. ROBERTSON REFUTES DR. NIMR. 


Mr. J.M. Robertson, M.P., replies in the 
“Times” to the #tatemevts made by Dr. Paris 
Nimr in “Al Mokattam” concerning his attitude 
towards the Egyptian Nationalist movement. 
In the course of his letter he says: I think it 


necessary to state that, while Dr. Nimr baa’ 


cited with general accuracy what I said 
him as to the attitade of Radicals towards the 
administration of Bgypt, be has at two pointe 
ascribed to me his own views. He took no 
notes during his conversation wiih me, and 
has thos illustrated the ususl fatality of the 
interview. The phrase ‘They would never 
abandon Egypt tothe Tarks or to itself,” as 
regards the words italicized, conveys the exact 
opposite of my long-avowed view ofour duties 
in Ezypt. Dr. Nimr farther represents me as 
concurring with him in thet policy of mutaal 
exseperation among the sections of the Egyptian 
Press in which he p'ays his unfortunate part, 
bot with which I have'no sympathy whatever. 


Until the other day the pro-official journals at 


Cairo seduloasly called me (as they did every 
other member» who discussed the Denishwai 
trials) the mouthpiece of Mastapha Kamel 
Pasha. Now they describe me as aspereing him. 
The two statements are alike false. 

Naturally Dr. Niwr-says nothing of my 
criticism of his own policy, which I pressed 
somewhat Périously on his attention. 


MUSTAPHA KAMEL INTERVIEWED. 

The following telégram from Paris is publich- 
ed in yesterday’s'issue ot “Al Lewa” :— 

An important interview with Moetapba 
Pasha Kamel has been published in the 
‘Pall Mel Gazette.” In the course of the 
interview the Pasha made a declaration on the 
subject of his absolate independenoe, and he 
adduced the strongest proofs to show that 
what bad recently been publiehed as to the 
Khedive’s relations with the Nationalist move- 
ment was entirely groundless. He also con- 
tradicted the statements made in the “Times” 
and declared that the aim and object of the 
“Bpyptisn Standard” were founded on an 
honoarab!e and a practical basis. - 


THE KHEDIVE. 

The Khedive, who attended midday prayers 
at Montszsh Mosque to-day, is leaving for 
Cairo this evening. 

His Highness will go to Abdeen on Monday 
morning, wheo he will grant private audiences 
to some notables and officials, and in the 
afternoon bis Highness will preside over the 
Council of Ministers. 

Shortly after his return to Cairo the 
Khedive will visit the new hospital of the 
Egyptian Army st Abbassieh, where prepara- 
tions are being made for his Highness’ recep 
tion. 

The Khedive has ordered five locomotive, 
for the Mariout Railway. 


COUNCIL OF MINISTERS.

“L'Amonreuse” isa most perfect play ; 
faultlessly devised, shaped, snd finished, fal] 
of wit and delicate audacity, free from prosing 
or srdaons reflections, and, above all, ex- 
quisitely rothless in its character drawing: it 
might be Turgénieff dramatizsd. The scheme 
occurs to one as might that of some most 
perfect concentrated sonatina: —the love- 
match, a honeymoon not ended yet after eight 
years—for the wife—allegretto gracioso, with 
the least touch of bittersweet rabato onder- 
lying : the husband, resentfal: then echerz», 
reprosch, recrimination, growing exsperation 
—herein an interlade, a minuet: the former

MEMORABLE SCENE IN THE LORDS. 


EVE OF BITTER CONTROVERSY.

Lord Laasdowne’s motion insisting on the 
amendments to the Bdacation Bill has been 
adopted by 132 votes to 52.
